Chief, who passed away on December 8, 1984, as a result of an accident suffered in 
the line of duty. 

Chief Barron joined the Rutland City Fire Department in 1946 after serving with 
the United States Marine Corps during World War II. He was recalled to duty in 
1951 during the Korean War and returned to the Fire Department in 1952. 

He was appointed Chief Engineer of the Fire Department by Mayor Gilbert God- 
nick in 1976 upon the retirement of Chief Alfred Koltonski, Chief Barron was 
regarded by his peers as a pioneer in modern firefighting techniques. His courage 
and ability as a firefighter were well known throughout the fire industry. He was a 
member of the Vermont Fire Chief's Association and served as Vice President during 
1978 and 1979 and as President in 1980 and 1981, 

His leadership, character and compassion endeared him to the men who served 
under him. His sense of humor and dedication to duty earned him the respect and 
friendship of all of us in City Government and the citizens that he dealt with in the 
hne of duty. 

His tragic death left a void in the City of Rutland that can never be filled. He will 
be sorely missed by all who knew him.

TO THE CITIZENS OF RUTLAND: 

In fiscal year 1984-85, the City of Rutland faced its most severe financial challenge 
since my tenure as Mayor began. Shortly after the start of the fiscal year, k became 
apparent that the new Grand List would raise 5200,000 less than had been an- 
ticipated when the budget was approved. 

.After a great deal of thoughtful discussion, I implemented a series of belt- 
tightening austerity measures. The hope was to squeeze a majority of this shortfall 
out of the current budget, yet leave all the municipal services intact. 

I am extremely pleased to report that this effort has been successful. Not only has 
the deficit been eliminated, but a modest surplus was generated, which will be carried 
forward into FY 1985-1986. This would not have been possible but for the tireless 
work of the City Treasurer and all department heads. I am very proud of the team- 
work which made it possible to meet this challenge. 

On the development front, the Airport Industrial Park was completed, and soon 
thereafter, its first tenant was announced by the Rutland Industrial Development 
Corporation. Also, the Howe Scale Study Committee completed its work and un- 
veiled a redevelopment plan for this critical property. 

The Challenges of 1986 lie ahead. I am confident that with your support, the 
future is indeed bright for this beautiful city.

BOARD PRESIDENT'S REPORT 

Fiscal year 1985-85 has proven to be one of our most difficult periods in contem- 
porary municipal affairs. Administrative vacancies iti major departments have left 
employees of the City without sufficient leadership and in some respects, resulted in 
poor planning and policy making. Typical of the inertia, is the City's failure to ad- 
dress major economic development in the surrounding Town of Rutland. That is not 
to say we should oppose such development, but we certainly cannot acquiesce to the 
Town's disregard for the well being of our own "Central Business District". The Ci- 
ty continues to be the "service center" for the region. That means that because of 
our geography, we have had to accommodate just about every ancillary human, 
religious, federal and state, housing, financial, cuhural, educational, military and 
medical service required for the entire region including our surrounding neighbor, 
the Town of Rutland. This "Service Center" includes over $100,000,000 in tax free 
property. The bottom line is that we, the citizens of the City of Rutland foot the bill 
for the region in many areas! 

The pleadings of the merchants in Downtown Rutland may have some self-serving 
elements, but they bring to the forefront an issue that affects each and every one of 
us. Without the careful protection of an already fragile tax base in the Downtown 
area, the burden of paying for murucipal government and subsidizing the "service 
center" for the region, will fall on the shoulders of an "overtaxed" property owner. 
Enough is enough. The message has to be loud and clear, the viability of our "Cen- 
tral Business District" should be a matter of concern for the region as a whole. On 
another point concerning the "service center", i continue to be concerned that the 
City may experience an increase in crime by the very nature of some of the people 
coming into the City for many of these ancillary services. I would hope that the ap- 
propriate authorities (regional planners, stale agencies, etc.) will come to recognize 
that other communities other than Rutland City deserve to assume their respon- 
sibilities for the well-being of the homeless, indigent, unemployed and otherwise un- 
fortunate members of our society. The City continues to recognize its moral respon- 
sibilities for many but we cannot be expected to do it alone! 

Over the next few years the City will see major advances and improvements in such 
municipal matters as city streets and sidewalks, sewage treatment, the disposal of our 
solid waste, transportation, downtown revitalizalion, and equal and fair taxation. 
This comes about after the "unglamorous" stages of planning, negotiating, and 
policy making. Many have participated in the various processes, and to them 1 ex- 
tend on behalf of the city our deep appreciation. For those who opposed much of 
these developments, they too should be thanked. Their steadfast opposition will 
most likely result in a much improved and successful program. 

I sincerely hope that the major personnel vacancies in the municipal government 
can be filled quickly with the most capable people. The Board of Aldermen has got 
to spend a great deal of time contemplating the future well being of our community 
as it relates to our position in the region. It may take decisive and extreme action for 
us to protect the security of City residents who have invested so much of themselves 
in their property, businesses and their families. They are our first front of concern 
and I pledge to them, on behalf of the Board of Aldermen, they will come first! 

A community thrives and grows directly in proportion to the quality of leadership 
it sets forth for itself. It is an inherent duty for each of us to offer something of 
ourselves to our community so that we become part of the solution of problems 
rather than part of the problems. I would hope that each of us begins to recognize 
this responsibility and come forward with our talent and abihties so that Rutland Ci- 
ty can continue to he the place we have come to enjoy and appreciate. Your City 
needs your care and concern whether as an Alderman, School Commissioner, recrea- 
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tion volunteer, or municipal employee. You are all an important component in a 
"thriving and growing" community. 

Finally let me offer my sincere thanks to the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen and 
all those associated with the municipal government for their patience throughout a 
difficult year. A special note of thanks to Rosemary Finley for a job superbly done.

CIVIL DEFENSE 

To the Honorable City Council 
and Citizens of Rutland: 

Ladies and Gentlemenr 

During the past year this department was called upon several times for various 
emergencies. 

In January two water main breaks occurred. With the assistance of the State 
Emergency Management Office, permission to use [he local Vermont National 
Guard water lankers was obtained. Water was supplied to the residents of Green 
Knolls Lane and Eden Park Nursing Home. 

I also responded to several hazardous materials spills and general alarm fires to 
render assistance. 

Last January, George Lowe, Donald Cruikshank, both from the State Office, and 
I were interviewed on W'SYB and in May, Kelman Craige, from the State Emergency 
Management Office, and Betty Ferraro. Rutland Emergency Management, along 
with myself, were interviewed on this station. 

Training in the various aspects of Emergency Management were conducted by the 
State Emergency Management staff and made available to the various City Emergen- 
cy Management personnel and volunteers. 

There were several Emergency Management conferences which were held by the 
State Emergency Management staff which Ciiy personnel and volunteers attended. 
These sessions also served as a training aid and were well received by those in atten- 
dance. 

The Qty Emergency Management Plan revision is approximately 60% completed 
at this time and this office has received a great deal of assistance from Kelman 
Craige, the State Emergency Planner and Roger Pike, City Emergency Management 
Operations Officer. 

This office is working very closely with the Red Cross and Salvation Army in com- 
pleting emergency plans for any type of disaster or emergency thai may strike this 
area. 

AH firemen completed a RADEF course July 25th and 31st. 1984 and were 
presented Certificates by the State Emergency Management Office, 

This past year 1 have appeared before several Service Organization meetings to 
bring information about the Emergency Management Programs. 

1 am serving on the Regional Ambulance Service Board, the Rutland Country 
Agriculture Soil Conservation Service, the Salvation Army Executive Board and cur- 
rently am the City Safety Program Chairman. 

The School Crossing Guard Program was a success again this past year, but I must 
say it is more difficuh to find people to do this important job today than it has been 
in the past. Yet, all the posts were manned. 

The Fuel Emergency Fund was administered from the first of November through 
the 31st of March, with money donated by the Rutland City Churches and 
Synagogue. Many needy families were assisted during this time period. 

This past year the Board of Aldermen approved the change of this department's 
name from "Civil Defense" to "Emergency Management," This is in line with the 
State and Federal name change. 

The City Safety Program, which was instituted two years ago with the hiring of a 
consultant, Ms. Leta Finch, is in good operation. 

This past year the City had a VOSHA inspection and a great deal was accom- 
plished in making the City departments a safer workplace for employees. All defi- 
ciencies were corrected through the cooperation of all City department employees. 

In the future, we will be inviting the VOSHA inspectors to re-inspect the various 
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city departments to ensure our continued compliance with the rules and regulations 
of the state. 

Safety Committee members meet regularly on a monthly basis and these meetings 
are proving beneficial to all depanments in promoting the safety of its employees. 

Hopefully, the accident rate in our city departments will continue to decline, 
which is the aim of the Safety Program. With continued assistance from all depart- 
ments this goal can be realized. 

[n closing, I would like to thank Mayor Daley, the Honorable Board of Aldermen, 
City Officials and employees. Emergency Management volunteers, the State 
Emergency Management staff, the Vermont National Guard and the news media for 
their cooperation and help to this office during this past Fiscal Year.

I hereby submit the annual report of the activities of this office for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1985. 
Planning and Grants 

Every effort to identify federal and state funding sources for a variety of city pro- 
grams has been made. Two applications were submitted this year to a variety of state 
and federal sources. One was funded, and one was rejected. Groundwork for three 
new applications has been laid with submission expected this fait. 

A redevelopment plan for the Howe Richardson property was created with the aid 
of a private consultant. It is aniicipated that the tnixed-use plan of commercial, in- 
dustrial and recreational facilities will provide the incentive for a private developer to 
purchase and renovate that property. 
Economic Development 

Over 550,000,000 in new development has begun during the fiscal year in the 
Rutland Region. Major projects include the Southwest Bypass, Waste to Energy 
Facility, Sewage Treatment Plant, Sewer Collector in Mendon and Sherburne, 
widening of South Main Street from Strongs Avenue to the city line, and im- 
provements to the Rutland Stale Airport and Clarendon Industrial Park. These in- 
vestments signal a continued growth in the local economy. 

Discussions with several potential developers and industrialists have occurred 
regarding interest in locating new facilities in the city. These contacts will continue as 
new information and creative financing mechanisms become available. A close 
working relationship with the Rutland Industrial Development Corporation has been 
established to maintain an inventory of industrial sites and coordinate efforts to at- 
tract new jobs and ta.x bases. 

A business plan and funding program have been formulated for the renovation of 
the Paramount Theater in downtown. Aside from the obvious benefit to the cultural 
environment of the region, this facility is expected to generate more than $1.5 million 
in new retail and restaurant sales in the Central Business District. 

Participation in regional groups by the city such as the Rutland County Solid 
Waste District emphasizes the willingness on behalf of the city to approach common 
problems on a regional, rather than parochial, basis. 

Membership in economical development groups continues, including Economic 
Development Council of Southwest Vermont and the Chamber of Commerce Com- 
mittees on legislation. 
Ongoing Activtlies 

This office has been designated by the Mayor to insure non-discrimination on the 
basis of handicaps. Efforts are being made to eliminate architectural and physical 
barriers which restrict handicapped persons from fully participating in community 
affairs. Likewise, attitude awareness of physical disabilities is being promoted with 
more effort planned in this area. 

Membership in the International City Management Association is continued to en- 
sure that new or improved managerial techniques may be applied to governmental 
operations in the city. Membership in the Vermont Association of Community 
Development Officials and the National Community Development Association en- 
sures that, as new grant possibilities are developed, the city wUl be among the first to 
apply for such assistance. .Membership in the Vermont League of Cities and Towns 
new corporation on Worker's Compensation continues in an effort to create an in- 
surance plan which will reduce in.suranee premiiuns required by the city. 
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A working relationship has been estabhshed with the Rutland Regional Commis- 
sion and various state and federal agencies. These relationships will hopefully result 
in Rutland being a better place for work and leisure. 

1 would like to express my gratitude to all who have helped in these efforts this 
year. 1 particularly thank the Mayor, Board of Alderinen, Comtnunity Development 
Committee Chairman Kevin Mullin and former Committee Chairman David Zsido, 
City Deparimeni Heads and Commissions for iheir cooperation and courtesy shown 
to me and this office.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 

To: The Honorable City Council and the 
Citizens of the City of Rutland 

On December 8, 1984, the City of Rutland was saddened by the loss of Fire Chief 
Richard M. Barron who succumbed to injuries he sustained in an accident on Park 
Street on December 2, 1984 while in the line of duty. Chief Barron was considered by 
those who knew him and worked with him as an outstanding firefighter and a warm 
and compassionate man. His loss has been grieved by fire fighters everywhere and 
especially within this department. Policies instituted by Chief Barron will be an im- 
portant part of this department for many years to come. 

The City of Rutland has just completed one of the best years in its history from the 
standpoint of fire prevention and protection. Your fire department responded to 665 
fire alarms during the past Fiscal year. Although this represents an increase of 1 50 
over the previous reporting period, the fire losses were lower as a direct result of the 
professional ability of the officers and fire fighters of this department. Additionally, 
your fire department was called upon to provide 381 special service calls, an increase 
of 1 9. Rescue 8 had an increase of 1 45 calls from 1 1 66 last year to 1311 calls this year. 
There was only one general alarm and 1 am happy to report for the fifth consecutive 
year, there were no fire related deaths in our city. The implementation of an ag- 
gressive fire prevention program and the work of the capable and dedicated members 
of the Rutland Fire Department was largely responsible for this outstanding year in 
fire prevention, 

I wish to thank the members of this department, Mayor John Daley, members of 
the City Council and other department heads for their cooperation and support dur- 
ing the past year,

WATER POLLUTION 
CONTROL PLANT 



I hereby submit the Annual Report of the Water Pollution Control Plant for the 
1984-1985 fiscal year. 

During the past year a total of 11,995,077,000 gallons of sewage and wastewater 
was processed by our plant. In addition, 75 cubic yards of grit was removed from the 
system together with various assortment of debris other than sanitary waste. 

A contract was awarded to Colt Industries (Fairbanks Morse Pump Division) for 
rehabilitation of six Fairbank Morse vertical non-clog pumps and McGraw & Edison 
was awarded a contract for rehabiUtaiion of five 60 H.P. induction motors at the 
River Street pumping station. 

Also, E-Z Roofing Co. installed a new roof at the River Street pumping station. 

Construction is proceeding on the upgrade of the plant with completion scheduled 
for late summer of 1986, 

At the end of this fiscal year the entire area of the existing plant was experiencing 
major construction activity. 

We will, however, continue to operate the plant during this construction period in 
order to meet existing State requirements for our discharge to Otter Creek. 

Mr. Frank Garbacz retired October 31, !984 after completing 21 years of loyal ser- 
vice. We all wish him a happy retirement. 

In the past years we have had the pleasure of conducting tours of students and in- 
dividuals through the plant to explain its operations but due to construction and 
safety considerations we will not be able to conduct any tours this year. Future tours 
will have to be postponed until the upgrade of the plant is completed. 

I would like to thank all of the employees at the plant for their continued coopera-

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CITY WATERSHED 

The Rutland City Watershed comprises ! 2,000 acres of which over 4,000 are 
owned by the City of Rutland as city forest. The 35 miles of brook originating on it 
have filled Rutland City reservoirs since 1878. 

Maintenance of water quality in our reservoir requires good sanitation practice on 
our watershed and surveillance of tributary streams to maintain the quality of water 
entering the reservoir. 

The city's watershed is constantly being patrolled to check for any failure of septic 
systems in the watershed. 

As a further check on the watershed, brooks in the watershed are continually be- 
ing monitored. Samples from these brooks are taken periodically to check bacteria 
counts. 

The "Alpine Pipehne", a sewer line running from Sherburne Pass down Rt. 4 to 
the city sewer system went on hne this spring (1985). This sewer line will serve the 
Route 4 corridor thru the city's watershed and will eliminate numerous existing and 
future septic systems in the watershed. Many of the existing systems had already 
failed or were on the verge of failure. The ehminaiion of these systems cannot help 
but improve the quality of water coming from the city's watershed. 



WATER TREATMENT 

Rolla Jasmin, Waler Treatment Manager 

During the 1984-1985 fiscal year, there were 340 150-!b. cylinders of chlorine used 
for water treatment for the city at a cost of $10,710. 

There were 600 lbs, of copper sulphate used for treatment of algae control at the 
City Reservoir, 

There were 86 55-gal, drums of hydro f3uorsillLcic acid tised at a cost of S3, 960 for 
fluoridation of the water system. 

Monthly water system operations reports were sent to the State Division of En- 
vironmental Health in Burlington, Vermont. These reports include the results of dai- 
ly testing of cohform bacteria and turbidity. 

There were 996 tests of free and available chlorine, pH and temperature taken 
throughout the City of Rutland and the resuhs catalogued. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1985, the city's laboratory tested 996 water 
samples for contamination from various points within the city's water system and 
229 samples from brooks and ponds in the city's watershed and the city reservoir. 

All results were reported to the State Health Department in Burlington and to 
Rutland City Heahh Officer, Dr. William A. O'Rourke, Jr. Test results are reponed 
to Dr. O'Rourke directly; and any positive results are reported immediately. The 
Water Division of the Department of Pubhc Works works closely with Dr. 
O'Rourke and the Rutland City Board of Health with regard to the quality of the ci- 
ty's drinking water. 

Deficiencies and recommendations affecting the quahty of the city's water are 
discussed with Dr. O'Rourke and the Board of Health. 

A new standby sixteen stage turbine pump was put in service at the chlorination 
plant to increase the efficiency and reliability of the chlorination operation. 
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ENGINEERING 

The Engineering staff under the direction of the City Engineer, Warren E. Con- 
ner, provides survey, design, and other engineering services for all divisions of the 
Department and for other departments within city government. 

In addition to providing these services, the Engineering Division compiles and 
constantly updates plans and records of water and sewer contracts and specifications 
for jobs let out for bid, provides information to contractors and others concerning 
city utilities, prepares necessary easements and performs other duties of an engineer- 
ing nature as required. 

The Engineering Division was involved with the following major projects during 
the year; 

Replacement of water and sewer mains and reconstruction of entire length of Hor- 
lon St.; construction of five new city streets. Highland Ave. Ext., Sherwood Place, 
Gemini Street, Woodland Dr. Ext. and Elm wood Dr., and the extension of Hilltop 
Terrace including water mains, sewer mains and storm sewer systems, construction 
of the Alpine Pipeline through the city, final design of the reconstruction of So. 
Main St. from Strongs Ave. south to the city hne (coordination with Vermont Agen- 
cy of Transportation), new water main on Vernon St. from PhiUips St. to No. Main 
St. 

Two hundred and sixty eight building permits were reviewed in conjunction with 
the Building Inspector's office. 

A contract for 58,278,777 was awarded to the S.G. Phillips Co. of Waitsfield, Vt. 
for the upgrading of the City's Wastewater Treatment Plant with a completion date 
of September 21 , 1986, The completed plant will not only serve the City of Rutland, 
but also the Town of Rutland, the Town of Mendon, part of the Town of Sherburne 
and the Airport Industrial Park in the Town of Clarendon. 

In conjunction with the treatment plant project the city also awarded a contract to 
the Belden Co. of Rutland, VT for $1,589,683 to replace or rehabilitate approx- 
imately 16,000 feet of sewer main in the city. 

Ninety percent of all the eligible costs for both these projects are being paid by the 
State and Federal governtnents. 

Mr. Alan Shelvey of the Engineering Division is project coordinator for the city 
for both of these projects. 

The Engineering staff consists of Warren Coimer, Alan Shelvey and John Havens, 
with the part time assistance of Arthur Courcelle. 
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CITY FOREST and 
CITY ORNAMENTAL TREES 

Dave Richards was in charge of all forestry work including management of the ci- 
ty's ornamental trees and the 4,000 acres of the city forest in the watershed. 

The sale of all timber on the Rutland City Municipal Forest is carried out under 
approved watershed management practices to provide a regulated harvest of timber 
products and to protect and insure maximum sustained yields of usable water. 

City Timber Sales include both saw log material and firewood. All sales are adver- 
tised in the newspaper and sent out to loggers to bid on. TotaJ revenue from these 
sales for the year were 555,610,00. 

50 acres was added to the city forest this year. OTTAUQUECHEE LAND 
TRUST, INC. gave [he city the land in Mendon to be used for recreation, forest 
management and watershed protection purposes. 

Under the city's ornamental tree program wc have tried to maintain the beauty of 
our city by properly caring for our trees. This includes removal of dead and dying 
trees, pruning and maintenarice of heahhy trees, and planting of new trees. 

This spring 40 new trees were planted in the city and plans are now to plant 
another 40 in the fall. Planting is a very important area of the ornamental tree pro- 
gram since we have lost many elms to Dutch Elm Disease and many sugar maples due 
to their inability to tolerate road side conditions. 

The Garden Club in the city this year donated 5500.00 to the ornamental tree pro- 
.gram. We think ii is wonderful they were interested enough to do this.

To the Honorable City Council and the Citizens of Rutland: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I will be retiring at the end of the current fiscal year so this communication is in a 
sense my valedictory. It is customary in such a document to point with pride to the 
many fine accompUshments during the incumbent's tenure. While I feel good about 
our schools and what we have been able to do working together. I have always spent 
my professional career looking ahead. That is what I wish to do. 

Fewer and fewer of the voters in the City of Rutland have children in school. An 
even greater percentage of our population hve on various forms of relatively fixed 
retirement income. The retired have become a major political force in our society 
and appropriations for those programs benefiting the retiree have escalated faster 
than other areas of governmental activity, particularly at the federal level. Since 1 am 
soon to become a retiree 1 certainly am concerned for those programs. 

The benefits which we enjoy as senior citizens can only be provided if our youth 
are well trained and are contributing to our natural economic well-being. We must 
support generously the educational institutions for our children and youth. Our 
future is very literally in their hands. 

I do not believe that we can supply the quality of educational programs necessary 
to insure our future welfare with a charter limit tax rate of $1.25 unless the state 
and/ or federal governments support education to a far greater extent than at pre- 
sent. As a matter of fact, for the past decade we have experienced just the opposite 
trend. The state and federal governments have passed legislation mandating enriched 
educational programs and have failed to adequately fund them. There has been 
significant cost shifting from the state and federal to the local level. This has greatly 
increased the pressure on local property taxes. These special programs are now 
draining resources away from those required for the bulk of our students. We need 
to be prepared to make a greater effort if need be, rather than to let our fine system 
deteriorate through gradual erosion of resources. 

As of this writing, 1 expect that the Board of School Commissioners will bring for- 
ward a School Improvement Bond Issue. I can assure you it is needed. At the 
elementary level the pressure for the bond issue comes from increasing enrollments 
in the primary grades and the need to provide adequate housing for essential support 
services such as library, health and guidance. At the secondary level the pressure 
comes from the need to meet increasing graduation requirements. There has been a 
widespread concern for "improving standards." This has manifested itself in pan 
through requiring more instruction in math, science, global studies, physical educa- 
tion and the arts. Students now must take four lo six more courses for graduation 
from Rutland High School than I did in 1948. This means more laboratories, general 
purpose classrooms and better provision for support services. Some construction will 
probably be included at the vocational center site. In particular, locker room, public 
toilet facilities and storage areas for athletic equipment are needed to make belter use 
of Alumni Field. I encourage your support of that bond issue when it is put forward. 

Like everyone else, 1 complain a lot when my taxes go up. it is easy to gain the im- 
pression that no one has it as bad as we do. The truth of the matter is that Rutland 
City is about as average as you can be in terms of wealth and tax effort for public ser- 
vices, including education. Both our property wealth index and median adjusted 
gross income index are nearly LOO, or average. Our costs per student at both the 
elementary and secondary levels are average. We can do more if we wish and if we 
are convinced that the need is there. 

In closing, t would Uke to point out the obvious that the value and strength of a 
school system is determined by what goes on in classrooms between teachers and 
students. The Rutland City Public Schools continues lo be fortunate in the quality 
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and dedication of the instructional staff. With the very critical teacher shortage 
which is upon us our best interests will be served if our salaries and working condi- 
tions are such as to attract and retain the best. We need to continue to assist teachers 
by making available adequate supplies of quahty instructional materials and support 
them through appropriate in-service training. We remain a fine educational system 
of which 1 have been proud to be a part.

Annual Report to the Cit> of Rutland 

Out society continues along a highly successful path with our Quarterly publica- 
tion, by far our most expensive undertaking. "A Heriiage Recalled" series about the 
ethnic heritage of Rutlanders has been particularly popular and received a Certificate 
of Commendation from the Vermont Historical Society. Publications Committee 
Chairman, Mrs. Jean C. Ross and Editor, Michael Austin deserve the credit for the 
high standard and attention to detail that made this possible. 

"From Anthem to Zither" about music in Vermont was our 1984 summer exhibit. 
Additions from our own music collection were added to this professionally prepared 
exhibit from the Vermont Historical Society, Because of concern about the stability 
of the one story addition to the north side of our building only the main room was 
used for the exhibit. Since our building is actually the property of the City of 
Rutland we will not be able to have an exhibit there in 1985 due to safety considera- 
tions and the cost of liability insurance. 

Which brings us to the most pressing need for the Society — an adequate building 
to house our collections and so be able lo continue to serve this community properly, 

November 1992 wilJ mark the centennial of the City of Rutland culminating a 
notable series of state and national bicentennial anniversaries. We feel that the 
pubhcation of a History of Rutland would meet a long felt need and provide a 
worthwhile addition to a centennial celebration. 

A history book committee which meets monthly has tentatively decided on a four 
volume history to cover the Early Years, Social History, Economic History and 
Genealogy and Demographics, Topics have been outlined for each volume and an in- 
vitation for researchers and writers to contribute has been extended. 

The Annual Meeting in October 1984 featured Thomas McDevitt with a shde pro- 
gram "Rutland in Review", Peter Cooper gave a slide program March 23 on "The 
Witches of Salem". On May 21 Sanborn Partridge recounted his trip to Brazil in a 
fine slide presentation. 

The City's continued financial support of the Society is recognized and deeply ap- 
preciated as is our members' support, both financially and as volunteer helpers. The 
Farm Museum buildings at the Fairgrounds were repainted in an attractive color 
scheme and one was re-roofed. The valuable collection of early farm equipment con- 
tinues to grow apace. 

The Sing- Along in August was again an all around success. Its originator and a 
past president, Tom Egan, received an award from the American Association for 
State and Local History for "Sustained and imaginative leadership in a continuing 
series of historical projects by a local association with regioinal and national 
signifLcance."

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 
For the Year Ending June 30, 1985 

To the Honorable Ciiy Council and Citizens of Rutland: 

It is a pleasure to present this annual report as Director of the Rutland Free 
Library. 

The pattern of the past year was typical of that of recent ones, in which a year of 
heavy activity in the library has followed a similarly busy one. The Grimm Fund, 
which underwrites all of the materials purchases and which also funds most of the 
expenses of Fox Room programming and staffing, is, of course, a large factor in this 
sustained activity. 
Library Materials and Use 

Circulation statistics currently are on an upward trend, but these do not give a 
complete measure of library use. Usage of materials inside the library, and requests 
for information in person and by phone, are positive indicators as well of the 
strength of a library's resources, with much of the business done at the library occur- 
ring within those categories. 

In addition to the various audiovisual materials which now are staple items in the 
library's collections, the introduction of videocasseites is being planned for by the 
staff. This will result from the award, by the Vermont Department of Libraries, of 
an Elva Sophronia Smith Grant for programming and videoeassette lending, for 
junior high age users. 
Staff 

Mrs. Claudia Raj da, a staff member here for nearly eleven years, moved to New 
Jersey in January. Her successor, Laurie Preston, brings to the job three years of ex- 
perience working in her college library while an undergraduate at SUNY at Albany. 
Miss Preston's day-to-day involvement there with automated library systems will be 
invaluable as the Rutland Library proceeds farther into the computer age. 

Fox Room Program Director Mrs. Julie Teta resigned from her position, and was 
succeeded by Mrs. Carolyn Meub in May. Charles Chehy took over custodial duties 
in March from Carl Ohio, who left to accept a supervisory position at the Rutland 
Herald. 

Foster Grandparent in the library this summer is Mrs. Agnes Jackson, who, with 
Mrs. Marna Grove, joins the group of library volunteers who generously offer their 
assistance during the year. 
Handicapped Accessibility 

Several meetings were held in the spring with members of the Rutland Accessibihty 
Committee, in efforts to improve access for handicapped users of the library. Im- 
mediate results will be the modification later this summer of a first floor lavatory to 
meet handicapped access standards, and also the installation of a new access ramp to 
the Center Street entryway with modifications to the door as well. This ramp will be 
an improvement over the older ramps, which offered access via the Lawrence 
Reading Room and which was built nineteen years ago as a part of the library's ex- 
pansion. It should be mentioned that this earlier ramp was one of the first access 
ramps to a public building in Rutland, and that it was the gift of Rutland architect 
Payson Webber, who designed the library addition at thai time. 

The library at the time of this writing was seeking the services of a hbrary building 
consultant. This person could give advice on how best to provide handicapped access 
to program events and for possible other uses of the library. 

The library became the recipient of a TDD machine, a gift of the American Legion 
Auxiliary, at the start of this summer. This is a typewriter-like device by which hear- 



ing impaired or speech imp^wd-pBftKWlSCan communicaie -.^ it h oiher TDD users. Bjr 
piacmg their pbone receivers into their respective TDD couplers, they are able to type 
nie$$agcs biiicli: aod forth to eftch other. 

Ji^aing the City's Centro( telephone s^em, and also purchasing it3r |j^fiOb'EVt& 
eqtiipmeni from American T&T at the beginning of last summer, ha^ fSiteiat a 
substantial savings in telephone costs already. Based on the phone companies' pro- 
jections of price increases, even greater savings may be aniicipaied for ihe future. 
Buildings and Grounds

The A.M. Peisch Company was employed during the past summer to do an audit, 
in which the library measured up strongly. The library did incorporate a number of 
recommended procedures whidi have sireamlined various aspects of its bookJ^fis*- 
Jhg. 

The continuing of energy conservation measures during the ye«r iadnded addi- 
tional caulking, and plastic covering of upper floor windows in the mrffi building. 
The library availed itself of an energy survey provided by the Central Vermont Com- 
pany, and in the survey was given a sirong bill of health. The many conservation 
measures adopted by the library since [he fjrs[ energy crisis of some eleven years ago 
thus have resulted in significant energy saving.s and substantial savings in costs. 
Automation 

For the past three years the library has had a TRS-80 microcomputer in the 
Oildren's Room, This has afforded the pubUe the opportunity to have "hands-on" 
vxmsKRce mth a compatiQ bese. ^^^Sml Children's Libxanan Oebby Hig^ 
sliared ^ Icqov^i^ t>f sMmL^^ &ttlk librarians Milteii spoke at a 
Qtstm^t^ttf: of Xfi^lftB^ 11^10!^^ m voniiBletsi in libraries. 

TISs TMfgl smmtii^ the ISftcti:^ att^d^d' a two-day management institute on 
"Communication for Change." The institute stressed the psychological reactions 
persons have towards change, and how understanding in this area can help in an- 
ticipa[ion of upcoming library automation. The Director has pardclpaied in a 
number of management meetings with area library directors in recent months at 
which automation has been one of the foremost topics of interest and concern. 

Fuither. members of the library board and staff visited the Department of 
£|^if|ties Rutland Office to see its Eagylink computer system in operation, and 
^fited Central Vermont's library for a demonstration of its computer. 

The state's three largest libraries, those of UVM, Middlebury College, and the 
Vermont Department of Libraries, are in the process of automating their collections 
and combining their debases. This online union catalog will become the basis of 
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the Vermont Automated Library Systetn. VALS will be a distributed network, with 
the several computers linked together. At this time, "very tentative" is the date of 
July, 1987, when a compatible local microcomputer actually could "look in," or 
search, this union catalog. 

Being able to "look in" would speed up the interlibrary loan process. There are, 
however, numerous other possible apphcations for a microcomputer in a library hke 
Rutland's, such as with borrower registration files, circulation, bookkeeping 
records, and reports, to name several. Our preparation for future automation is 
ongoing. 

Board of Trustees 

Officers of the Library Board this year included Royal W. Barnard, President; Ed- 
ward R. Seager, First Vice President; Thomas T. Adams, Jr., Second Vice President; 
Mrs. Margot Stinson, Secretary; and James S. Fletcher, Treasurer, with Jack Merola 
replacing Mr. Fletcher when the latter moved from Rutland in late spring. 

Committee chairmen were Mrs, Richard J, Carey, Jr., Personnel; Mrs. Robert H. 
Dombro, House; Mrs, Stinson, Nominating; Mr. Seager, Bylaws; Thomas J. Hur- 
comb. Planning; Mrs, William B. Wright, Fox Room; Mr. Adams, Audit; and Mr. 
Fletcher, Finance. 

Other trustees included R. Richard Smith; Mrs. Pauline W. Merusi; Robert P. 
McCIallen, who replaced Mr. Seager after he resigned, in April; Mrs. David Mar- 
shall, who resigned when she moved from the area; and Ms. Jacqueline Chouinard, 
who replaced Mrs. Marshall. 

We appreciate the strong support received again this year from Mayor Daley, the 
Board of Aldermen, City Treasurer Ron Graves, and other officials. The coming 
year certainly should be a challenging one, with handicapped accessibility and com- 
puter utilization being focused upon among the many concerns which are relevant in 
the library operation, and we look forward to it.

Last year the Rutland Regional Commission used tiiis space to tell you how your 
contribution would be used during the year. This year we want to review how well we 
met those goals and again, let you know the programs that your assessment would 
support in the upcoming year. 

PAST YEAR'S EFFORTS 

The Regional Commission's agenda for the past year was to help your community 
deal with the dramatic changes we are aii facing, expanding its local services program 
to provide the resources to answer your questions, find the information you wanted, 
and give you the training you requested. 

*We continued to provide technical assistance lo the Planning Commissions, 
Selectmen, and other officers of our member governments. Specific assistance to the 
City of Rutland included a successful Community Improvement Grant application, 
mapping assistance, help in updating the City zoning, a Road Management Survey 
and Community Facilities Survey, the preparation of a Project Development Grant 
Application to update the Downtown Revitalization Strategy, the organization of a 
committee to look into resolving issues on the bypass, the preparation of recommen- 
dation on street improvements, the design of the transit center, recommendations on 
public parking policy changes. 

•We took initiative in proposing the Interregional Development Forum which will 
take an objective look at the impacts of ski area-related development, 

*We continued to be a means for local governments to discuss and solve common 
problems. 

*We conducted the annual Roger Brown Memorial Award for Outstanding 
Development program and gave an Award to Tepper and Dardeck for their 
rehabilitation of the old City Jail, 

*We used our access to national networking systems to give you answers to ques- 
tions on planning zoning, and local management issues. A program to provide infor- 
mation on equipment purchases was abandoned due to lack of local interest. 

♦We helped communities apply for planning grants and development grants to ex- 
pand opportunities for commercial revitalization, housing, and recreation. 

*We provided workshops on alternative sewage treatment methods, road manage- 
ment, and Main Street revitalization. 

*We developed a closer working relationship with area development organizations 
in order to expand job opportunities. 

*We helped develop the Employer's Forum where local business could come to 
quickly get questions answered and obtain information to help them grow and pros- 
per. 

NEXT YEAR'S PROGRAM 

The Regional Commission's agenda for next year will continue to emphasize ex- 
panded local assistance to member communities and to identify and help resolve 
regional issues: 

*We will continue to develop new programs, alternative funding sources, and staff 
abilities so that we can provide more and better services and information without 
greatly increasing member contributions. 

•We will implement a Financial Trends Monitoring System in interested com- 
munities. This System should give local officials better tools with which to assess 
changes in local revenues and expenditures. 
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*We will present additional workshops and training sessions on groundwater pro- 
tection, planning and zoning basics, capital programming and other areas in which 
you have indicated an interest. 

*We will continue to expand our infortnation resources, grant application 
preparation assistance, and computer assistance in order to provide you with the 
data needed to make informed decisions in local planning and management, 

•We will continue the Interregional Development Forum. 

*We will develop a computerized traffic analysis and transportation planning pro- 
gram to help assess the impacts of growth on various parts of the highway network. 

*A11 of our activities are based on the philosophy that it's cheaper to do it 
together, that local governments can find new ways to do more with us.

Annual Report lo the Citizens of Rutland Citi' 

The mission of the Vermont Depanmeni of Health is the prevention of illness and 
the control or elimination of hazards dangerous to the health of the public. In work- 
ing toward this goal, the Health Department has provided, or assured the provision 
of health services to communities across the state. Direct services are provided 
through II district field offices. During 1984, citizens of Rutland City received the 
following services from the district office in Rutland: 

686 pregnant women, new mothers, and children received supplemental foods, 
health and nutrition srevices through the WIC program. 

178 children and young adults received medical evaluation of individual health 
and dental status through the Early Periodic Screening, Diagnosis and Treatment 
program. 

192 persons received assessment, information, and counselling through the Mater- 
nal and Child Health program and/or information and teaching of parenting roles 
through prenatal classes and home visiting services. 

40 children received comprehensive health assessments, including preventive 
guidance, at Well Child CUnics. 

Diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, genetic, 
developmental disorders, and other handicapping conditions were provided to 149 
children through the Handicapped Children's program and/or the Child Develop- 
ment Clinic in Burlington. 

The Public Health Laboratory in Burlington assists in the prevention and control 
of illness by identifying chemicals and microorganisms in a variety of substances. 
During 1984, the following laboratory services were provided to residents of Rutland 
City: 

502 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against German Measles 
(Rubella) to prevent binh defects, 
485 other diagnostic blood tests, 

501 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drinking water 
quality. 

The Denial Division provides services to local communities including installing 
and maintaining fluoridation equipment in selected commimity and school water 
systems, paying for dental treatment of eUgible children, and providing dental health 
education in the schools. 

Statewide, the Health Department provided the following services to Vermonters: 

120,811 doses of vaccine were administered in Health Department clinics to pre- 
vent polio, measles, other childhood diseases, and influenza. 202,966 doses were 
supplied to private physicians. 

16 hospitals and 47 nursing homes, and 44 level 1(1 community care homes were 
inspected and licensed. 

5,906 food or lodging inspections were conducted. 

1153 reports of communicable diseases were investigated, 

382 gonorrhea cases were interviewed and 375 contacts were traced by 
Epidemiology field investigators. 

415 air, water, and other samples taken in the vicinity of 2 nuclear power reactors 
were tested for radioactivity, 19 houses were tested for the presence of for- 
maldehyde, and 145 x-ray machines in hospitals, doctors' and dentists' offices were 
inspected. 

91 VOSHA regulatory inspections and 98 voluntary consultative inspections of 
Vermont industries were conducted.

55 first responder squads and 16 
hospital emergency departments. 629 Emergency Medical Technicians were trained 
or recertified, and 230 certifications were issued in advanced life support skills. 

The Office of the Chief Medical Examiner investigated 724 Vermom deaths, in- 
tduding 205 accidents, 19 homicides, and 76 suicides.

During THE BUS' last fiscal year there was a steady growth of ridership and a 
continued upgrading of the fleet and facilities. 

The most significant event: receiving a $371,000,00 grant from the Urban Mass 
Transportation Administration. This grant allowed THE BUS to purchase its own 
Administrative / Maintenance / Storage facility as well as plan for vehicle replace- 
ment in the future. Having this facility will allow THE BUS to better maintain the 
fleet, eUminate payment of rent, reduce the overhead costs, and, in general, improve 
its service to its member communities. By having a source of funds for vehicle 
replacement, THE BUS will not repeat the experience of a few years ago. 

During the year the Town of West Rutland elected to rejoin THE BUS. On April 
Isi, 1984, THE BUS restarted service to West Rutland in conjunction with the 
Castleton / Pouhney bus. 

The ridership for the year was 160,540 passengers for the entire system. Of these, 
58,158 passengers were under contract with various agencies in the county. 

The ridership for the City of Rutland's Fixed Routes and Demand Response / 
Subscription Routes was 82,176 for the year. This number does not include the 8,897 
passenger trips for the Rutland Public Schools, nor does it include other contract 
passengers in the city. 

One of the reasons for the success of THE BUS during this past year was the 
dedication of the staff. THE BUS has the good fortune of having a great group of 
employees. The Board of Commissioners and the Management of the Marble Valley 
Regional Transit District — THE BUS — thank this group for their loyalty and 
dedication.
